YOUR HEALTH

IN seeking to relieve headache, the 


doctor has several modes of attack open 
to him. He may direct treatment to the 
nerves which carry the pain sensation to 
the bram. or he may give drugs •which 
deaden pain by the^r effect, on i.he brain 
itself. Lastly he mav attempt to get nd 
of tne underlying cause of the ^eadache. 


There are many structures m the head 


which are sensitive to pair:, though the 
bram itself K not. The principal sources 
of pain within the skull are the large 
veins and arteries, and certain nerves 
arising from the brain. Naturally any 
swelling of these tissues m the enclosed 
area of the skull wiH cause pressure which 
win be reflected as pain. 


A common cause of headache and one 


which Is frequently overlooked is •undue 
contraction of the muscles of the head 
and neck. Such attacks of headache are 
often brought on by anxiety and worry 
and. as might be expected, they are ac- 
companied by a feeling of tension and 
nervousness- 


Pain elsewhere in the head may also 


bring on painful muscle contraction* 
which may last longer than the original 
pain. 
This type of doubJe-barrelied 


headache is often noted In migraine, or 
foOowtng an injury to trie head. It I* 
particularly common in people who have 
painful eye, teeth, or nasal disorders. It 
may also occur as a result of Infection or 
injury of the muscle*. 


The headache due to contracted im*- 
dec it accompanied by a feeling of tight- 
ness or pressure In the affected ana. 
Tenderness over these muscles is often 
prwent. 


When headkche is due to emotional 


excitement and strain the patient's way 
of living must be altered to keep the 
attacks from occurring
